1 . This is the fifth office action for serial number 09/754,71 6. This application 
contains claims numbered 1-8, 10-15 and 21-30. Claims 9 and 16-20 have been 
canceled. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 27-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent 5,139,223. to Sedighzadeh. 

Regarding claims 27-28, Sedighzadeh discloses a mount comprising: a frame 
(30, 44, 46), a support assembly (24, 26) for supporting the frame, the frame including 
a catch part (40) rotationally fixed relative to the frame; and a tilting mechanism (36, 68, 
40) including a threaded member (60) interconnecting the frame and the support 
assembly and turning the threaded member in one direction both tilts and holds the 
appliance relative to a vertical plane; the catch part having a slot (for pin 40) therein, 
and the tilting mechanism is at least partially located in the catch part and engaged 
therewith to tilt and hold the appliance into the tilted position. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 29-30 are objected to, but would be allowable if rewritten to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1, 2-8, 10-15 and 21-26 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 27-30 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicants' argument with respect to claims 1, 10-12 and 21-26 in view of the 
amendment has been considered. These claims are now allowed. 
Claims 2-8 and 13-15 remained allowed.
